UNITED NATIONS, N-Y., Jan.

Ruanda-Urundi to the east of The

Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold has sent Belgium 
three notes protesting against 
use Of Ruanda-Urundi as a mili- 
tary base. The only Belgian re- 
ply has been that the troops 
flew into Ruanda-Urundi before 
the Belgian Government was 
notified that they were coming 
and that they immediately were 
ordered back to the Congolese 
border. 


LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo, 
Jan. 10 AP)—A cousin of Pa- 
trice Lumumba today was re- 
ported setting up a new tribal 
state in the north Katanga area 
which was occupied by Lumum- 
bist troops from Stanleyville, 
over the weekend.

Tax Relief Vital Feature. 

Relief from taxes would be an 
essential feature of both the Gil- 
man and Public Service Co. 
plans. Baine declared that com- 
munity support of transit through 
tax relief or outright subsidy has 
become an accepted practice in 
many metropolitan areas. 

Implementation of the Public 
Service Co. plan he said, would 
include the following features: 

‘‘l. Necessary legislative action 
would be sought to transfer reg- 
ulatory jurisdiction from the 
state commissions to a_ local 
agency representing the St 
Louis metropolitan area. 

‘2. Operating contracts, on a 
*service-at-cost’ basis, would be 
entered into with the principal 
communities affected, setting out 
the service to be provided and 
the rates of fare to be charged. 

‘3. These service contracts 
would also provide relief from 
all local taxes, and establish a 
floor and ceiling on earnings so 
as to insure financial stability 
of the combined transit system, 
and at the same time to limit 
earnings to.a level equivalent to 
that recognized for other local 
utilities.” 

In proposing the Bi-State 
operation, Gilman & Co. said 
this public'agency would be re- 
lieved of property and corporate 
stock taxes, the St. Louis gross 
receipts tax and federal motor 
fuel, excise and income taxes.

Public Service Co., in an 
earlier plan, had proposed to ac- 
quire and operate the facilities 
of two other transit firms as a 
unified gystem for St. Louis and 
St. Louis county, provided it 
were given relief from the city 
gross receipts tax and the city’s 
motor fuel tax.

The measure was submitted by 
Democratic Senators John P 
Barrett and Robert Pentland, 
both of St. Louis 

Senator Frank X. Reller 
(Dem.), Wentzville, introduced a 
state income tax withholding bill, 
calling for a collection system 
similar to that used by the 
Federal Government. 

The measure would require 
employers to deduct state income 
taxes from pay checks. Failure 
to comply would make an em- 
ployer liable for the full tax 

Reller . sponsored a_ similar 
measure in 1959 but it failed to 

pass. He told the Senate the new 
hi ll! was drafted after intensive 
research of similar tax mea- 
sures in other states. 

The bill would permit an em- 
ployer to retain 2 per cent 
amounts up to $5000 in taxes for 
his work in handling the levy. It 
would give him 1 per cent for 
sums between $5000 and $10,000 
and one-half of 1 per cent on 
amounts over $10,000. 

Dalton’s Support. 

Gov. John M. Dalton has said 
he. would support a withholding 
system as a means of increasing 
income tax revenue.

He said: ‘“‘We had pre- 
viously been advised by the ex- 
ecutive branch that the. deter- 
mination of the number and type 
of troops to be supported, what 
are, usually called force objec- 
tives, or level. of forces, was a 
matter determined in conjunc- 
tion with each country by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, which exer- 
cised the prerogative of decision 
for the United States. 

‘“‘We were then to discover,’ 

he added, ‘‘that in the case. of 
Laos, the decision to support 
an army of this size was a poli 
tical decision which had been 
reached by the Department of 
State over the objections of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff.’’ 

The military reasoning in 
favor of smaller forces was that, 
no matter how large the Laotian 
forces were (the population of 
Laos is less than 2,000,000), they 
could not cope with the forces 
that North Viet Nam or China 
could bring against them.

Starting With the FCC 

The Federal Communications Commission's 
record suggests that it is a good place for the 
next President to begin strengthening regula- 
tory agencies. Mr. Kennedy has begun by 
naming a new FCC chairman, Newton N. 
Minow, young Chicago law. partner of Adlai 
Stevenson. 

During the Eisenhower Administration, two 
FCC chairmen resigned under fire. James 
M. Landis’s recent report on regulatory agen- 
cies noted that the FCC ‘‘more than any other 
agency has been susceptible to ex parte rep- 
resentations.” He noted the suspicion that 
“far too great an influence is exercised over 
the commission by the networks.” 

Aside from conflicts of interest and pos- 
sible subservience to interests it regulates, 
the FCC has been guilty of stalling and in- 
action. It ignored the payola system and 
quiz-show rigging until there was a public 
outcry. “On major policy matters,’ Mr. Lan- 
dis reported, “the commission seems incapa- 
ble of reaching conclusions.” One conclusion it 
still needs to reach is how to make air space 
available for additional television stations. 

In the distant past, at least, the FCC was 
far from a laggard agency. It was vigorous 
because of vigorous leadership and member- 
ship. Mr. Landis found that recent defects 
were due to “the quality of its top personnel.” 
President-elect Kennedy has moved to im- 
prove that quality, but it will be up to New- 
ton Minow to restore the FCC’s dedication, 
under law, to the public interest, convenience 
and necessity. 


Controls on Police Spending 

Mayor Tucker’s desire for partial munici- 
pal control of the police budget should be 
considered sympathetically. It is not a grab 
for power over the force. Rather, it seeks to 
protect municipal: finances against possible 
abuse of the broad authority vested in the 
state-appointed police board. 

Even before ,discussions with the St. Louis 
delegation to Jefferson City, the Mayor has 
made it clear that he would leave the board 
with full authority over the size of the force 
and its compensation. He is not asking the 
political power inherent in pay and appoint- 
ments. But he believes City Hall should 
have a say over other police expenditures, 

Under the law, the city now must assume 
the burden of any expenditures decided on 
by the board. These cannot be weighed 
against the needs of other city services. One 
police board forced the city to assume the 
cost of construction of the present police 
headquarters, a major capital outlay, as a 
current expense. 

Other boards, of course, have given more 
or less weight to representations made by 
various mayors as ex officio members. Yet 
mayors have not been satisfied that the city’s 
financial interest is sufficiently protected by 
their voteless role on the board. They have 
felt too dependent on the good sense and 
the good will of. the members named by the 
Governor and beyond the normal check of 
the voters. 

Police board members undoubtedly. are 
convinced that they need the share of the 
tax dollar for which they ask. But this side 
of Utopia, that dollar probably never will be 
big enough to meet all the demands on it. 
»o the fire department, the hospitals and the 
rest usually must make do with less than 
they feel they need. An essential element in 
the art of government is the establishment 
of sound priorities of need and the corre- 
sponding allocation of funds. 

Mayor Tucker intends to consult the police 
board members to be appointed by Gov. 
Dalton before proposing specific legislation. 
If they realize—as they surely will—that

Gov. Dalton’s Outline 


John M.. Dalton's inauguration, with 
its parade and ball and 600 resplendent hon- 
orary colonels, was not an occasion for him 
to present a detailed legislative program.

The state needs better services and conse- 
quently more revenue, he said. To raise the 
money he would stress cigarette, liquor and 
other levies on non-essentials before consider- 
ing arise in the sales tax, which covers neces- 
sities.

Juvenile Delinquency at Athens 


The behavior of some hundreds of students 
at the University of Georgia in response to 
the presence of two Negro students in their 
midst is hardly a credit to that institu- 
tion’s proficiency in fostering either intellec- 
tual disciplines or emotional maturity. The 
students demonstrated excitedly while crosses 
were burned and one of the Negro students 
was, hanged in effigy; shot off firecrackers; 
chanted “Two, four, six, eight, we don’t want 
to integrate’’—-hardly an intellectual level on 
which to approach one of the gravest ques- 
tion of our day. 

There is heartening maturity in the action 
of 3000 of the students who have signed a 
petition for the university to be kept open 
even if it is desegregated. Unfortunately, the 
University is likely to be remembered 
for the most shocking things that are happen- 
ing there rather than for the demonstrations 
of sense and sanity—just as, for example, 
Dayton, Tenn., is remembered. After the 


University, the Governor and the Legislature 


have managed to survive the admission of 
the two Negroes to the academic halls at 
Athens, there will still remain some work to 
do in educating several hundred undergradu- 
etes in the rudiments of how to think, and 
how to behave. 


White Paper on Laos 


The United States position toward Laos, as 
expressed in the State Department’s “white 
paper,” is reasonable as far as it goes. With 
President-elect Kennedy’s inauguration set 
for next week, there seems to be no reason 
for. the United States to make a specific com- 
mitment on policy at the moment. The State 
Department was wise to set out its policy in 
terms agreeable to the Western allies, and 
leave the promotion of a new policy to the 
coming administration. 

The United States should, as:the paper 
proposes, endeavor to show clearly that it has 
no intention and no desire to establish a 
Western military position in Laos. This has 
been far from clear in view of some $300,- 
000,000 in aid, mostly military, extended to 
Laos by this country. Also, as the paper fur- 
ther states, the United States should continue 
to expose what it believes to be Communist 
intentions toward Laos and should join with 
the other free nafions “to support and main- 
tain the independence of Laos through what- 
ever measures seem most promising.” 

It will be up to the Kennedy Administfa- 
tion to implement the latter. One approach 
that has been suggested is the reconstitution 
of the control commission: set up by the 1954 
Geneva armistice. The commission was with- 
drawn in 1958. It consisted of Canada, Com- 
munist Poland and neutral-India. It bogged 
down, unable to reach agreement. 7 

There is no guarantee that. the commission 
would be effective if revived, but revival 
would be a step toward a peaceful political 
solution to the Laos crisis. The present Lao- 
tian government of Prince Boun Oum has con- 
ditionally agreed. If the Soviet Union also 
agreed (such agreement is necessary) it would 
méan that the Communists at least were will- 
ing to talk.

McCarthyite Traits as Prosecutor Disqualify Him, Says Yale Law Professor

All the world knows that the Attor- 
ney General-designaté is the President- 
elect’s brother, and practically all the 
world has feelings of one sort or an- 
other on that aspect of the nomination.

More is required of the Attorney Gen-

Robert F. Kennedy was chief coun- 
sel for some three years to the Senate 
Select Committee on Improper Activi- 
ties in the Labor or Management 
Field. This committee, under the 
chairmanship of Sen. John L. McClel- 
lan of Arkansas, investigated. labor 
union corruption, violence, ‘‘under- 
world infiltration’ and the like. It 
brought to public notice some exceed- 
ingly disagreeable persons and situa- 
tions, and its work led eventually to 
the enactment of a significant new 
statute, the Landrum-Griffin Act. 

Thus, the Committee was quite a 
success, as these committees go. 
Nevertheless, with Mr. Kennedy in the 
lead, it embarked also on a number of 
purely punitive expeditions. In doing 
so, it gravely abused its powers. We 
have, sadly, become accustomed to 
such abuses, and in this instance there 
was not much of an outcry, 

The voice of indignation was almost 
inaudible, having been rendered hoarse 
in the efforts to shout down McCar- 
thyism—which is the same thing in

MORE RESOURCES FOR’ EDUCA. 
TION, by Seymour E, Harris, (Har- 
per, 86 pgs., $2.95). 


Dr. Harris is a Harvard economics 
professor, and he subscribes to the 
well-known theories of his colleague, 
John Kenneth Galbraith. They both 
believe that the country must begin 
to divert more of the money now 
spent on consumer goods to expendi- 
tures for the general welfare. 


Dr. Harris points out that the per- 
pupil cost of education was $20 in 1900,

It was cus- 
tomary for him to press a witness 
time and again to ‘repeat that he, 
honestly, yes, honestly believed that 
an answer might incriminate him, yes, 
incriminate him, and then to buttress 
the inference of guilt by adding the 
words, well, I agree with you. 

The sum of. it all is that Mr. Ken- 
nedy appears to find congenial the 
role of prosecutor, judge and jury, all 
consolidated in his one efficient per- 
son. At any rate, we know that he 
played it lustily when no extrinsic re- 
straint prevented. There is no war- 
rant whatever for impugning his 
motives. 

No doubt he sought to serve the 
public interest as he saw it. The 
question is merely how truly he sees 
it. And the answer on the record is 
that he has tunnel vision; he sees the 


public interest in terms of ends. with 


little appreciation of the significance 
of means. 

Mr. Kennedy, performing the thor- 
oughly legitimate functions of a legisla- 
tive investigation, was able to convince 
himself that Dave Beck and ‘‘Joey’’ 
Glimco and Jimmy Hoffa et al were

Speaking, in his book, of one of the 
failures to convict James Hoffa of a 
crime, Mr. Kennedy allows that as ‘‘a 
citizen or a lawyer’’ he accepts the 
finality of a jury acquittal. But here, 
as with Glimco and as _ elsewhere, 
‘when I have personal knowledge of 
the case and feel strongly about. the 
outcome,’ he can always find a rea- 
son for the acquittal—weakness of the 
prosecution, or whatever—and he con- 
tinues to insist on his outcome. 

Mr. Kennedy knows, and when he 
knows he is very sure that he knows.

Thus Mr. Kennedy, again 
in his book as well as in his investiga- 
tive work,’ knew all about the so-called 
Apalachin gangland convention. In 
The Enemy Within he wrote before 
the recent conspiracy conviction based 
on such ‘‘knowledge’’ was dismissed 
in court, but it is a safe surmise that 
Mr. Kennedy continues to know.

THE DECLARER sometimes 
cannot win as many tricks as 
he seems to have because he 
lacks entries to dummy or lacks 
the entries to his own hand to 
cash them. 

This problem of communica- 
tion between one hand and the 
other extends also to the de- 
fenders. They likewise may suf- 
for the loss of tricks because of 
inaccessibility to the dominant 
hand at the crucial time. 

It follows logically that each 


side tries, when possible to dis- 
rupt the enemy’s line of com- 
munications. Frequently, this 
takes the form of what is known 
as a hold-up. play. 

The accompanying hand dem- 
onstrates’ the principle. West 
leads a heart and East plays the 
king. At this point the contract 
stands or falls, depending upon 
what declarer plays. 

If South ducks, as he should, 
East presumably returns @ 
heart, South wins and, let’s say, 
enters dummy with a diamond 
in order to lead a club. East 
takes the ace, but being out of 
hearts, returns a spade or a 
diamond. South wins, leads a 
club, and makes four no-trump. 


If, however, South takes the 


king, he is defeated. As soon as 
he tackles clubs, East wins with 


the ace andleads with a heart. 
West’s hearts thus become 
established, and since West has 
the king of clubs as an entry 
card, South cannot make the 
contract. He goes down one or 
two, depending on how he plays 
the hand.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Growing Pains 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: I am a teen-age boy and through- 
out the last three weeks my arms and legs have ached con- 
stantly. My parents say I’m having ‘growing pains’ that are 
quite common among those my age. Do you agree with them 
or should I see a doctor? WONDERING. 


There really are no such things as “growing 
pains.” Usually such pains in youngsters are due to 
muscle strain or fatigue. Any muscle working under 
a disadvantage is subject to strain and fatigue. Among 
these disadvantages can be such things as excessive 
use, faulty posture, weak arches and foot strain, tight 
heel cords, and the like. 

Young people with bounding energy sometimes 
overdo, and muscular aches are just a sign of sheer 
fatigue. 
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When such pains occur, it. is a very good idea, first of 
all, to take a discerning look at how much activity you have | 
been engaging in. Are you getting enough rest? Are you 
eating properly? What about foot support? This last is 
called for, because ‘‘popular” footwear among the younger 
generation doesn’t always provide adequate support. 

It is possible, occasionally, for some actual disease to 
cause pains.

Q. Which of the Great Lakes 
has the most big cities on its 
shores? 

A, Lake Erie has more large 
ports than any other member of 
the Great Lakes Chain. Cleveland, 
Buffalo and Toledo are on the 
list. A short river joins Detroit 
to the western end of Lake Erie, 
and Windsor, Ont., is joined is 
the same way. Several Canadiana 
ports are on the northern side, 
and the lake also has Erie, Pa., 
and Sandusky. 

The first line of steamboats 
on the Great Lakes was started 
on Lake Erie. The orginal vessel 
used by this line was the ‘‘Walk- 
in-the-Water,” with a name 
derived from an Indian tribe.
